SECTION 1. Tho term, "grant­ 
or", wherever used In said ordin­ 
ance, shall refer to. the. City of 
Torrance, and the term "grantee" 
nhall be held to include the grantee, 
its successors and assigns. 

SECTION 2. That the grantee 
of said franchise -shall mvve the 
right, during the period for which 
said, franchise is granted, subject 
to the conditions herein specified 
nnd the reasonable regulations of 
the City Council of the City of 
TorrancR, to construct, operate, al-.

ir highway wherever located 
throur.il the City of Torrance re- 
foi-ri-il to by the County of Los 
Ani.-rles aH the Hollywood Pnlos 
Verdcs Parkway 'Project. 

,(2) No. poles or towers shall be 
placed within tlm streets of any 
high-class renlduntlul portion of 
any subdivision within the City of 
Torrance, unless the grantee shall 
have first obtained consent -from 
the owner of such land intended to 
be so subdivide!] and shall have 
notified the City of Torranco in 
writing of said. grant of consent, 
and shall have, secured the con­ 
sent of the Citj» of Torrunce to 
tlfVrdn locate necessary poles.

The grantee ot said 
franchise shall have the right, sub­ 
ject to such regulations as arc now 
o>. hereafter may be In force, to 
make, all necessary excavations In 
said "highways for the construction, 
maintenance and repair of said 
system. AH 'material used by tho 
grantee ot said franchise ^n the 
construction, maintenance or re­ 
pair of said- system- shall be of 
good quality, and said system shall 
at all times be constructed, mairl- 
talned and kept in repair in a good 
and workmanlike manner. 

SECTION G. The work ot con­ 
structing or repairing said system, 
or any portion thereof, she'll bo 
conducted with the least possible 
hindrance to the use of the high­ 
ways tor purposes of travel, and, 
any and all portions of the high­ 
ways which may have been exca­ 
vated or otherwise injured by the 
grantee in the course of either the 
construction or the repair of said 
system shall, as soon as said con­ 
struction or repnlr Is completed, be 
placed in as good condition as tho 
same were in "before the construc­ 
tion or repair of said system or 
portion thereof, to tho satisfaction 
ot the City Knglneer of the City of 
Torrance, and the grantee of Ettld 
franchise shall hold the said City 
of Torrance, Its City 'Council and 
all other City Officers harmless In 
case of any damage or injury suf­ 
fered by any person by reason of 
tho construction, maintenance, use 
or repair of said system, oi1 use of 
such franchise. 

It shall be the duty 
of the grantee to cause any exca­ 
vation or obstruction in the high­ 
way made by It for the purpose of 
constructing, maintaining or re­ 
pairing said system, to be barricad­ 
ed and protected by lights placed 
at distances of not more than one 
hundred (100) feet apart along such 
excavation or obstruction, during 
nil periods from sunset to sunrise 
during which such excavation or 
obstruction shall exist. 

Jt shall be the 
duty ol the grantee to restore the 
property excavated or disturbed to

from the use, operation or posses­ 
sion of said franchise, and within 
ten '(10) clays after filing the 
aforesaid statement, It shall be the 
duty of said grantee, Its succes­ 
sors or assigns, to pay fo the City- 
Treasurer of the City of Torrance, 
the aggregate sum of said p'eroent- 
age upon the amount of the gross 
annual receipts arising .from tho 
use, operation or possession of said 
franchise, and If the amount paid 
Is Incorrect' In the judgment of the 
City Council, they may order tho 
payment of such additional sum 
as they may jfmd due hereunder, 
nnd If not paid the same may be 
collected by suit. Any neglect, 
omission or refusal by said grantee, 
Its successors or assigns, to file 
said verified statement or to pay 
the said percentage of the palp 
gross annual receipts at the time 
or in the manner hereinbefore nror_ 
vlded, shall work a forfeiture If 
said franchise and all of the rights 
thereunder, to the City of Torrance. 

SECTION 12.-That whenever any 
portion of the territory covered by 
said franchise shall be annexed to,
